The question concerning the anllquity of the
human race, which o our times QooupIcs &
prominent pluce in the minds of ecientists, is
ol the highest and in eonsequence of
important recent dlscoveries and researches has
assumed A new phase,
teen fomsll human skeletons, which, amid the
bones of mammaoths, mastodons, and othar anti.
diluvian anfmals, were recently fonad in s cavern
near Aurignal in the UVvrenees; the disclosure of
the Inoustrine habitaiions m Bwitzerland and
olsewhere, whose antiguity ean be traced higher
up than the commonly adopted Mosnic nga ol
the world, and which alrendy betray a certain
development ol civillzation, has throsn n ray
of light on the pro-historie age of manking, and
the aclemtillc world now turns with renewed
intevest to this important subject. Although
many unsustainable Aypotheses kave boen offered
and many errorg creépt into the manuals of
nawural philogophy, the importance of the ques-
tion cannot be denied: and /s long Ay man will

1 be highest antiquity of the human raece has
been established npon the fasts which have been
brought to light in consequence or the perfora-
tlons and other experiments whick took pluce
in the deita of the Nile, and in that of the Missie-
aigpl. near New Orleans,

Le alluyinl deposits of the Mississippl muosi
during immetmorial time have taken place in the
saume manner s to-day, while the level ol the
ground perlodically sank and rose again, The

lain in which New Orleans les rises only nine
feet above the level of the sea. Borings in the
nelghborhood of that city have been driven
down ta the depth of six hundred teet, withont
arriving at a geological stratum older than thal
upon which rests the actual alluvial deposits.
But the periodieal sinking and tising of the
gronnd results ont of the fot that on ocession
of oxeavitions, made for bullding purposes,
several layers of forest trees of the American
cypross (lnxodinm  distichum) were fonnd suc-
ceeding ench other at different depthe.

Ammorican races. I, B Dowler condecrated to
this subject n special report, and in this excel-
lent treatise ho earefnlly considercd all the faots
by means of which, with approximative scou-
raoy, the antiquity of the different layers of wood
might be calenlated, and in order to keep within
the limits of probabiitity, he p|1rl;nerlg everywhere
preferred the lowest agures, From these data he
ecetimated the pemod since that, when, fer the
Inst (ime, the Missiscippl delta arose anhove the
level of the sea, at 14,400 years, Now, il _ench
of the ten periods during which the cypress
forests, which now lie undergronnd, were above
the surface, were of the same durstion, thoss
voare must he multiplied by tem. and we thus
obtain a period of 144,000 vears as that required
to form thosn umdersround forest-lnyers, and
159,000 years the leneth of time required to form
the delin of the Missiesippl,

The borfngs near the Nilo wére exeouted doring
the vears 1851-54, at the instigation of the Geo.
logienl Socioty, of London—the one nenr
Memphia, where the delta 1= five English miles
Inrge, the other not far from Heliopolis, where
the breadth i sixiesn miles, The holes wore
driven down to a depth of sixty and seventy-two
fect, and Iandannils, bonee, and fréquently also
pleces of earthenware end bricks, were bronght
up. The snimal remaing belonged withont ex-
coption to living spncies; most frequently there
were found bones of oxen, swine, dogs, camels,
and sses, Since helng imbedded in the alluviad
aoil of the Nile, the Egyptian fauns, in particn-
Inr that of domestic animals, comsequently re
matned unchanged. Of more importance, how-
ever, nre the traces of human Industry which
have been dog out from the same depth. It is
well known that the delta of the Nile 1s the pro-
duct of the peniodical inundations of the Nile,
11, theretore, it isa fact confirmed by acourate
meg2uremente, concerning the sucoessive wcey-
mulation of the deposits of the Nile, that near
Memphis the Increase o! the soll duting a cen-
tury wos at the wimost only five inches—in the
lower delts it is senreely one-bhalt of this—the
gradual uprising of the soll to the extent of
sixty to seventy two feet must he supposed to
have taken u period of from 14,400 to 17,300

pnrt, Therclore, at those remole perlods of
ime, Lower Bgypt must hinve been inhabited b
the men who made the bricks and m;numctureé
the carthenware which have been brouneht up
from this great depth, and who possessed almost
the same domentic animals as the sctual inhabi-
tants of this old country.

Nobody can tell belorehand st what depth
below the allnvial formations of our ewn period
new discoverles may be made, perhape in a
short time. But by combining the resgl of the

lutest researches, purtlonlarly concerning the
chamoter of the Mississippl deita, we may
ustly arrive at the conelusion that the geologi-
cal formation of tm:]dpruell perind compre-
hends utleast 8 period of one bhundred thou-
sand vears, Now, as human remains have been
found In the older formstion of the dlluvial
period, whichcertalnly comprehends as many
yeurs, the existence of man must reach up to
an antiguity which may be estimated at two
bundred thovssnd or even three bundred thou-
sepd years.
